In .November. Safety - Service 
Director Fred Baldasare w a s 
given the power to declare an 
emergency if needed City offi­ 
cials previou sly ask ed residents 
to cu rtail the washing of cars 
and .sprink ling of lawns. T he 
director was given the power to 
mak e or direi't citations if an 


emergency shou ld arise and vio­ 
lations were fou nd 
It was not necessary, howev­ 
er, for any citations to be issu ­ 
ed as the majority of residents 
co-operated after the emergen­ 
cy was declared at that time. 
The entire pictu re came to 
light du ring the Cou ncil meet­ 
ing last night. Previou sly, the 
director had said that a meet­ 
ing had been .set u p with state 
Civil Defen.se officials. 
After hearing of the .severity 
of the situ ation. Cou ncil gave 
the fir.st reading to a re.solu tion 
declaring a state of emergen­ 
cy. Not enou gh were present to

Du e to the prolonged drou ght, 
only a few days su pply remains 
and u nless heavy rains come, 
the entire su pply will be exhau s­ 
ted, it is declared in the resolu ­ 
tion. This wou ld be a threat to 
the health, safety and welfare 
of the city of over 7,000. 


The re.solu tion fu rther states 
the city has tak en all reasona­ 
ble and legal means to redu ce 
con.su mption and eliminate the 
shortage and asserts assistance 
is needed from cou nty, state, 
and federal au thorities to ob­ 
tain a temporary water su pply.

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Wellsville Water Shortage Nears Crisis

Wellsville, faced with 
t h e 
most critical water shortage in 
the city's history, went into ac­ 
tion today to combat the emer­ 
gency. Only a nine - day supply 
remains in the reservoir, c i t y 
officials said 


Meantime, a general appeal 
was made to the residents, bus­ 
inesses and industries to c o n ­ 
serve as much water as possi­ 
ble. 
In a series of fast - moving 
events Thursday, a plan of ac­ 
tion was put into operation to 
prov ide temporary relief and to 
obtain aid from county, state 
and federal authorities. 
The preliminary groundwork 
for the necessary moves w a s 
prepared over the past 
f e w 
months and completed yester­ 
day. The schedule yesterday in­ 
cluded 
1 A meeting of city, county 
and state officials. 
2 A complete reinvestigation 
of the past events. 
3 Making arrangements I o r

pumping operations that started 
this morning from a temporary 


source of water. 
4. A special meeting of City 
Council to start necessary leg­ 
islation to declare an emergen­ 
cy and obtain aid if the need 
materializes 


The city has been faced with 
a shortage at the reservoir since 
the long drought the past sum­ 
mer. 


In November, Safety - Service 
Director Fred Baldasare w a s 
given the power to declare an 
emergency if needed City offi­ 
cials previously asked residents 
to curtail the washing of cars 
and sprinkling of lawns. T h e 
director was given the power to 
make or direct citations if an 


emergency should arise and vio­ 
lations were found 
It was not necessary, howev­ 
er, for any citations to be issu­ 
ed as the majority of residents 
co-operated after the emergen­ 
cy was declared at that time 
The entire picture came to 
light during the Council meet­ 
ing last night. Previously, the 
director had said that a meet­ 
ing had been set up with state 
Civil Defense officials. 
After hearing of the severity 
of the situation, Council gave 
the first reading to a resolution 
declaring a state of emergen­ 
cy. Not enough were present to

The resolution declares t h e 
existence of the emergency con­ 


dition due to the impending fail­ 


ure of the water supply 
The 
city depends for its supply en­ 


tirely on the reservoir located 
on the hillside above L i t t l e 
Yellow Creek. 


Due to the prolonged drought, 
only a few days supply remains 
and unless heavy rains come, 
the entire supply will be exhaus­ 
ted, it is declared in the resolu­ 
tion. This would be a threat to 
the health, safety and welfare 
of the city of over 7,000. 


The resolution further states 
the city has taken all reasona­ 
ble and legal means to reduce 
consumption and eliminate the 
shortage and asserts assistance 
is needed from county, state, 
and federal authorities to ob­ 
tain a temporary water supply. 
Bowling said he and MacLean 
attended the meeting yesterday 
as representatives of Council.

Voters wouldn’t need to mark their bal­ 
lots at all next November if President 
Johnson could keep all the promises in 
his first State of the Union message. 


He has promised to do everything good, 
nothing bad. 
Eliminate poverty and reduce taxes. 
Take better care of everybody with fewer 
employes. Make the nation stronger with 
a smaller military budget. Settle the civil 
rights fight without quarreling with South­ 
ern reactionaries. Give medical insurance 
at minimum cost to everybody without 
taking anything out of the U.S. Treasury, 
Permit more foreign goods to be sold here 
and create more jobs for U.S. workers. 


Our new President, one of the most 
knowledgeable men who ever moved into 
the White House, knows he is promising 
opposites He is hopeful of bringing off a 
political trick many observers are betting 
he can perform 
- he both a conserver 
and a dispenser between now and next 
election day, 


IF HE CAN C REATE the image of be­ 
ing a budget balancer, a penny-pincher 
and a fiscal hatchet man and also appear 
to be a New Dealer and a Fair Dealer, 
he will have done what every politician 
aspires tn do — be all things to all men. 


If he could maintain such an illusion 
until next November, his victory would 
he a shoo-in. There wouldn't he anything 
to stop him Voters would give him the 
presidency by popular acclamation. 


The question is how long the illusion 
can be maintained. 
Every president eventually must hid for 
favor as a spender or a saver No presi­ 
dent can be both 
There has been a series of spenders, 
starting with President Hoover, who was 
criticized by Franklin D 
Roosevelt in 
1932 for being too open-haoded As presi­ 
dent. however. Mr Roosevelt outstripped 
all previous spenders, 
Harry Truman might have been a saver 
had it not been for the Korean War. But 
Dwight D Eisenhower, after promising to 
be a saver, became a spender, and John 
F Kennedy, who never promised to be a 
saver, outdid himself as a spender. 
President Johnson, politically, would like 
to he both 
Rut as an administrator he 
must be one or the other. 


THIS IS the weak point of his first 
State of the Union address. It revealed 
far more about the state of Lyndon B. 
Johnson than it revealed about the state 
of the Union. 
Mr Johnson is bidding for favor with

We wish Ray C. Bliss. Ohio Republican 
chairman, would welcome Sen, Barry Gold- 
water into the Ohio presidential primary 
instead of trying to discourage him from 
entering. 
If Ohio Republicans are trying to slow 
down Sen. Goldwater with favorite-son 
strategy, they are only paying him the 
ultimate tribute in the political profession 
Are they afraid of his power in an open 
primary’1

It must be won in the 
held in every private home, in 
every public oft ice. from the 
courthouse to the White House 
There was one omission. Mr 
Johnson did not mention 
the 
need to 
remove the 
barriers 
that the private - enterprise sys­ 
tem faces every day in the cre­ 
ation of new jobs 
About the only 
reference tn 
job creation in the President's 
speech was the mention of the 
$11-billion tax 
reduction 
over 
the ncxi two years. 


HE SPOKE of it as providing 
investment incentives ” But in 
the same address to Congress 
the President repeated an error 
which has often been noted in 
past 
administration 
policies 
namely, a recommendation that 
laws he passed which cannot but 
have the effect of frustrating 
the development of the free-en­ 
terprise system 
Mr 
Johnson 
recommended 
legislation, for example, to au­ 
thorize the creation of commit­ 
tees on an industry-by-industrv 
basis which would have the au­ 


thority to put into effect higher 
rates for overtime The theory 
is that this would serve as a 
penalty for use of overtime and 
create more jobs But to tell the 
managers of free enterprise in 
America that they must elimin­ 
ate overtime in order to create 
new jobs is equivalent to telling 
them that 
they 
must 
accept 
government dictation 
in work 
schedules or pay higher rates 
for unavoidable overtime. 
There are many industries in 
which a few hours of overtime 
work is all that is necessary. In 
those cases where one or two 
shifts — with perhaps a small 
amount of overtime—can per­ 
form the r e q u i r e d work, it 
seems incredible that any busi­ 
ness would, on its own. choose 
to use large amounts of over­ 
lime at rates of time-and-a-half 
per hour when a new shift of 
employes can be put on at the 
regular wage rates. 


THE 
PROPOSAL illustrates 
the tendency to deal with ques­ 
tions on the basis of economic 
partisanship 
For the increase 
of overtime rates is something 
which the unions 
have 
advo­ 
cated. not necessarily to pro­ 
duce more jobs hut to increase 
the income of the regular em­ 
ployes 
In most instances, the 
effect probably would be to give 
higher incomes to the regular 
employes who work overtime 
rather than to create places for 
new workers 
There were many proposals 
in the President's address, near­ 
ly all couched in very general

The hig difficulty is in 
the method and formula to he 
used to accomplish such high- 
sounding purposes.

Health officials are hoping that 
a regulation effective April I 
will be a new weapon against an 
old foe-venereal disease. 


Agreed upon four weeks ago 
by Ohio’s Public Health Council. 
it requires laboratories to re­ 
port positive findings in tests for 
syphilis, gonorrhea and other 
venereal diseases to officials of 
the patient s health district. 


Getting adequate and prompt 
reports of V.D. has been a con­ 
tinuing p r o b l e m for public 
health officials They are anxi­ 
ous to investigate quickly in the 
hope of heading off outbreaks. 
Data being compiled show that 
new cases of syphilis and gon­ 
orrhea continued to increase in 
Ohio during the past year P ar­ 
ticularly disturbing, officials say 
is the increase in new cases 
among those younger than 2'h 
A decade ago, less than one 
syphilis case in IO in Ohio in­ 
volved a teen-ager. The ratio 
was only fractionally greater for 
gonorrhea 
Now, about one new case in 
every five of either disease tn- 
voves someone from the young- 
er-than-20 group.

Postal Receipts 
Reach $313,718 


For the first limp in the his­ 
tory of the local Post Office, 
yearly receipts surpassed t h e 
$300,000 mark, Postmaster Sam­ 
uel W. Brown said today. 


Recepits from the sale of 
stamped paper, stamps, print­ 
ed envelopes and meter post­ 
age totaled $313,718 in 1963. a 
boost of $51,338 over the 1962 
total of $262,442, Brown said. 


INCREASES were recorded 
In all four quarters, the post­ 
master said The breakdown 
and comparison 
by quarters 
showed: 


First, $60,894 in 1962. $73,977 
In 1963; second, $56,417 an d 
$64,633; third. $68,678 and $85.- 
243, and fourth, $76,451 an d 
$89,927. 


Brown 
commented that 25 
years ago - in 1938 
receipts 
were only $107,106 and the main 
post office building then was 
antiquated. 
It had been earmarked five 
years previously for replace­ 
ment bv a new building b u t 
Congress, after approving I h e 
office, never got around to act­ 
ually appropriating funds f o r 
Its construction, he recalled. 
“ Now with our receipts al­ 
most triple those of 1938, the 
business still is being run from 
the b u i l d i n g constructed in 
1908,“ the postmaster declared. 


HE ALSO pointed to the new 
post offices in Wellsville. Neg­ 
ley, Salem and North George­ 
town and a new office under

construction in Salineville. All 
were built in Columbiana Coun­ 
ty within the last two years. 
Recent 
surveys and inspec­ 
tions made by the dpeartment 
show “ a desperate need" for a 
modern building, with parking 
space to accommodate custom­ 
ers. 


“ Our 1908 lighting, plumbing 
and some equipment facilities 
cannot carry on to infinity," 
Brown declared. 
The postmaster also pointed 
out the main office wrote 34.998 
money orders totaling $676,816 
in 1963. The fees came to $8,862 
Although it requires a consid­ 
erable amount of time an d 
manpower to handle the num­ 
ber of transactions, the depart­ 
ment has ruled the money can­ 
not be included in receipts. 


IN AN FA R M ER r e p o r t . 
Brown pointed out the volume 
of mail last year exceeded 1962 
Although the Zip Code still is 
in its infancy, it has been bene­ 
ficial to large concerns, he not­ 
ed. 
Brown also praised local em­ 
ployes for their dedication to 
the overworked slogan that “ the 
mail must go through," explain­ 
ing they are handicapped by a 
lack of space and equipment. 
As anticipated with the open­ 
ing of the new Station A post­ 
al branch on Pennsylvania Ave 
in August, its receipts showed 
an increase of $6,079 over 1962, 
Postmaster Brown said in re­ 
leasing the report of Theodore 
W. Burke, station superintend­ 
ent. 


BU RKE'S report showed re­ 
ceipts of $23,891 last year com 
pared to $17,811 in 1962. The re­ 
ceipts include only wi n d o w 
sales of stamps and printed en­ 
velopes. metered postage an d 
box rents 
Thp office also wrote $216,000 
worth of money orders last year 
hut neither the amounts nor the 
fees charged are included in 
the receipts, Burke explained 
Brown said the opening of the 
facility was paramount in the 
increase of the receipts, explain­ 
ing motorist traveling on Penn­ 
sylvania Ave. now can pull into 
the station area to park and can 
also avoid standing in line at 
the main office. 
At present, only B u r k e and 
J Ernest Burton, clerk, are on 
duty, but Brown said he hopes 
two or three foot carriers will 
operate out of the station if 
shuttle runs ('an he arranged 
and other arrangements com 
pleted.

A. They don’t, although they may believe that 
outside noise “ sharpens” their hearing. Using 
special equipment, Mavo Clinic doctors found 
that outside noise bothers parttally deaf persons 
inst as much as it does people with normal 
hearing. Actually. anc individual person is a poor 
judge of how well he can hear.

W S W E R : Most animals belong either to those who hunt, 


or to those which are hunted. The hunters must catch prey 
in order to live, and their eyes are usually in the front, so 
they can focus together and see clearly the prey the hunter 
is to catch With hunted animals the great thing is to avoid 
being caught. their food problems are usually solved by eat­ 
ing plants So most birds, have eyes on each side (1) so they 
can be alert tor danger coming from either side. Birds which 
hunt insects such as (21 can cock heir heads to one side and 
focus one eye on the prey. Owls are an exception to the rule 
that birds have eyes on the side. Hunting at night (3> they 
need to gather in every ray of light and to focus both eyes 
on such active prey as mice. So. their large eyes are set in 
front. The kingfisher is unusual in having both side and front 
views. As we see in 141 he can get a wide view as he flies 
looking for fish But when he spots one. he can look straight 
ahead and his eyes will focus together, enabling him to see a 
fish so sharply he can plunge down and seize it in his beak.
